President Nelson A. Rockefeller says 
he believes the commission he heads 
will find that the CIA violated its 
statutory authority by spying on 
American citizens and must determine 
who ordered the allegedly illegal 
operations. 


Rockefeller, the head of an eight- 
member coiiunission investigating the 
CIA, said his panel’s investigation will 
“go as far as any action leads us, to a 
Republican president, to a Democratic 
president or anybody else.” 


He said a chief question facing the 
commission is “ has there been 
violations of or abuses of the statutes 
relating to the activities of the CIA in 
the United States ... I think we are 
going to find the answer is yes. 
“And what we want to do is (find) 
where were they, how extensive, and 
who authorized it, and was this a direct 
presidential or attorney general order, 
and what were the reasons for it,” 
Rockefeller said Sunday on CBS’ 
“Face the Nation.” 
The vice president voiced his belief 
on the eve of a Senate vote setting up a 
special conunittee to investigate the 
CIA, FBI and other U.S. intelligence 
agencies. 
Meanwhile,

Business Enjoying Boom 


MIAMI, Fla. (AP) — Bank executive 
David Brickes turns into a grease 
monkey on weekends, renting tools on 
an hourly basis and doing labor 
himself at do-it-youself car garages. 
“I don’t want to buy a new car. 
They’re too expensive,” said Brickes, 
vice president of a Hollywood, Fla., 
bank. “I’ve always considered them 
one of the greatest ripoffs against the 
American people.” 
Do-it-yourself auto repair garages 
have opened around the country. 
Spokesmen here say they are doing a 
brisk business with white collar 
workers. 
Brickes says he has learned how to 
rebuild the piston in his 1968 car and 
even care for the car’s brakes. The 
garages provide him with mechanical 
advice at no extra charge, he said. 
Hialeah housewife Betty Frasier 
said, “If I didn’t know how to do the 
little things like tuneups and oil 
changes, I couldn’t afford to keep the 
family’s second car running.” 
Bill Wagener said he plans to get 
extra years out of his 1970 station 
wagon. “With the help of my friends, I 
just rebuilt my old car for $1,000 rather 
than spending $5,000 for a new one,” he 
said. 
The growing numbers of such people 
mean booming business at auto supply 
stores. 
“If a guy has a few wrenches and 
doesn’t mind skinning his fingers, he 
can save a lot of bucks,” auto supply 
dealer Arthur Epstein said. 
But amateur mechanics have not 


been successful for everyone. Body 
shop owner Danny Gulian says some 
people try to do their own body work 
and wind up bringing the car to him.

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Auto Sales 
Increase 
Reported 


WASHINGTON (AP) - United Auto 
Workers President leonard Woodcock 
says the nation’s car makers can’t 
lower prices because their profit m ar­ 
gins have been “paper thin’’ for more 
than a year. 
“You can’t cut prices when you’re 
losing money on every car that is 
sold,” Woodcock said during an ap­ 
pearance Sunday on NBC’s “Meet the 
Press.” 
Woodcock conceded that cutting 
auto prices probably would help sell 
some cars and increase employment, 
“but it can’t be done on a loss basis. 
“All you have to do is take a look at 
their profit margins,” he said in ex­ 
plaining why the UAW is not criticizing 
current car prices as it has in the past. 
Citing the first nine months of 1974, 
Woodcock said, “ General Motors 
reduced its sales over the year before 
by 17 per cent, but had a drop of profits 
of 86 per cent.” 
Auto executives say they are 
satisfied with car sales since rebate 
programs began, but 16 assembly 
plants and more than one-third of the 
industry’s work force will be idle this 
week. 
Nearly 248,000 of the four auto 
companies’ 685,000 blue-collar workers 
will be off the job, including about 
180,000 on open-ended furloughs. 
Chrysler Corp. Chairman Lynn 
Townsend said over the weekend he 
was pleased with the reaction to 
Chryslers rebate program. He said 
the rebates may be continued into the 
spring. 
“On the basis of the first two weeks, 
we are very pleased with the sales,” he 
said. “It is great, it has far exceeded 
our expectations.” 
In mid-January, the first sales 
period in which rebates were given, 
Chrysler car deliveries were up 88 per 
cent from the early January period, 
but still off 9 per cent from the year 
before when the gasoline shortage hurt 
sales. 
All four auto companies have rebate 
programs scheduled to expire Feb. 28. 
The discounts save car buyers from 
$100 to $600 on selected models. 
General Motors Chairman Thomas 
Murphy continued to sound a call of 
optimism and declined to say whether 
GM might extend the rebate offer. 
Murphy said he doesn’t agree with 
some auto executives, including 
Townsend and Henry Ford II, who 
have warned that the industry may be 
headed for a depression. 
Murphy said he foresees an upturn in 
the coming months and believes 
thousands of GM workers can look 
forward to going back to work in the 
spring.

Criticism Mounts

The committee resumes hearings on 
the proposed tax cut today. The panel 
interrupted consideration of the 
proposal last week to vote out a bill 
that would force a 90-day post­ 
ponement of Ford’s $3 levy on every 
barrel of imported oil. 
The postponement will be difficult 
for Ford to veto since it is combined 
with a $36 billion increase in the 
Treasury’s borrowing authority. The 
full House is expected to vote on the 
measure either late this week or early 
next. 
Meanwhile, Sen. Henry M. Jackson, 
who is expected to declare his can­ 
didacy next month for the Democratic 
presidential nomination, criticized 


Ford’s tax rebate proposal, saying: 
“So when we talk about tax rebates 
and the figures show the $50,000-a-year 
man getting $1,000 and the $5,000-a- 
year man getting $12, there is a plan 
that begs for amendment. 
“ Now that the President has finally 
prescribed a 
‘treatm ent’ for our 
energy and economic ills, people are 
asking if the cure isn’t worse than the 
disease,” Jackson said Sunday at a 
Ix)s Angeles fund-raiser in his honor. 
Members of the Ways and Means 
Committee also have challenged 
sections of Ford’s tax measure. 
Meanwhile, the Senate was expected 
today to approve formation of a special 
committee to investigate the CIA, FBI 
and other intelligence agencies, some 
of which have been accused of over­ 
stepping their legal jurisdiction. 
On Tuesday, the Senate is scheduled 
to take up rival proposals dealing with 
the contested New Hampshire Senate 


race between Democrat lx)uis C.

The Democrats want to seat neither 
man, sending the matter back to the 
Rules Committee for further in­ 
vestigation.

Oil Summit M eeting Likely 


AL/JIERS (AP) — The oil-exporting 
countries have agreed to a meeting 
with their customer nations and plan a 
summit meeting of their own in four to 
six weeks to try to work out a unified 
position. 
These decisions were announced 
Sunday at the end of a three-day 
meeting in Algiers of the oil, finance 
and foreign ministers of the 13 
m em bers of the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries. 
A communique said the OPEC 
m em bers “ welcome the dialogue 
between the industrialized countries 
and the developing countries and are, 
in this spirit, prepared to participate in 
an international conference such as 
that proposed by the government of 
France which will deal with the 
problems of raw m aterials and 
development.” 
This indicated opposition to the 
American view that the conference 
should be confined to the oil crisis and 
that negotiations to ease it should not 
be complicated by discussion of other 
raw materials. But a member of the 
OPEC secretariat said the oil coun­ 
tries realized they cannot force sub­ 
jects of discussion on the United States 
and the other industrialized countries. 
The source said the communique 
“says what the OPEC countries would 
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like to happen, not necessarily what 
they expect to happen. The essential 
thing is that we have accepted the 
principle of a dialogue with the im­ 
porting countries.” 
The communique said the chiefs of 
state of the 13 nations will hold OPEC’s 
first summit meeting between Feb. 21 
and March 8 in Algiers to thrash out 
their position. Reports from Paris said 
a preliminary conference might be 
held in late March to draw up the 
agenda for the conference of exporting 


and importing countries.

However, this opposition has faded 
in recent weeks as he has won thum­ 
ping endorsements of the American 
Bar Association and has been making 
the rounds in the Capitol to talk with 
individual senators.

MOSCOW — Partly leader Leonid 
Brezhnev announced today that the 
Soviet Union will halt all caviar 
shipments to the U.S. until that 
superpower stops its rotten treatment 
of American Indians and its other 
minorities, including Jews, poor 
Christians, and Lapp dissidents. 
Brezhnev was quoted in Pravda as 
follows: 
“Nyet — that’s what we’re saying, 
caviarwise. We are withholding 
shipments of our great national 
resource with full knowledge of the 
burden it will impose on the average 
American’s diet. Caviar is to the 
American taste bud what a Pepsi is to 
a Muscovite’s. 
“We are confident that world opinion 
will be on the side of the U.S.S.R. in 
this eyeball-to-eyeball confrontation.

NEW YORK (AP) - The White 
House under President Ford appears 
to be far more receptive to scientific 
advice than was the Nixon White 
House, says a panel of government 
experts that includes two former 
Nixon advisers. 
There was a hostility to the scientific 
community in the White House of 
President Richard M. Nixon, says Clay 
T. Whitehead, former director of the 
White 
House 
Office 
of 
Tele­ 
communications Policy. 
“The Nixon White House perceived, 
and I think correctly, that the scien­ 
tific community had political axes to 
grind that were different from the 
Nixon White House,” Whitehead said. 
The hostility that began under 
President Lyndon B. Johnson was 
allowed to “fester,” Whitehead added, 
until Nixon moved the scientific ad­ 
visory function to the National Science 
Foundation. 
The role of science policy in a 
changing political environment was 
discussed today at the 141st annual 
meeting of the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science. 
Edward E. David Jr., former 
science adviser to Nixon, agreed there 
was “definitely a falling out between 
the engineering community and the 
President.” 
But David told a news conference he 
thinks “President Ford has made it 
very clear he felt the arrangements 
when he took over were not adequate.” 
“Science advice doesn’t mean a 
damn thing unless somebody in the 
White House is receptive to it,” 
Whitehead said. 
While that receptivity was “lacking 


in the Nixon White House, the Ford 
White House wants it,” he said. 
The problem of reorganizing the 
national science advisory machinery 
has been assigned by Ford to Vice 
President Nelson A. Rockefeller. 
Completion of the study, however, may 
be delayed by the Rockefeller com­ 
mittee’s investigation of the Central 
Intelligence Agency.

I am constantly aware of how many 
of my patients after surgery are 
overwhelmingly fatigued by too many 
well-meaning friends and relatives. 
Many patients, just recovering from 
surgery or following an illness, are 
forced to play host to an endless 
stream of visitors. 
It must be understood that a 
patient’s threshold of exhaustion is 
very low. Yet at a time when they are 
least able to cope with social con­ 
versation they are expected to be 
charming, gracious hosts. 
Yesterday, I walked into a patient’s 
room and found friends lined up on 
each side of the bed. My poor tired 
patient’s head was bouncing from one 
side of the bed to the other, like a 
pendulum, in her effort to be cour­ 
teous. 
Her fatigue was obvious. But she, 
like other patients, was trapped. Could 
she suggest that they leave? Hardly. 
She would seem ungrateful. 
No one can deny that most patients, 
when they are recuperating, do enjoy a 
short visit from the family or dear 
friends. But many people who or­ 
dinarily would not impose themselves 


during mealtime, even as close 
friends, become onlookers while the 
patient is propped up for his meal. 
The rules of kindness to patients are 
simple. A few moments are all that a 
patient needs to appreciate a visitor’s 
thoughtfulness. 
In the early phase of an illness, a 
card or flowers demonstrates interest 
without consuming the patient’s 
energy. 
One member of the family should be 
the clearing house for the daily 
progress report of the patient. This 
person can tell friends the ideal time to 
visit and how short the visit should be. 
Far too often, patients are made to 
repeat the cycle of their illness, the 
exact nature of their surgery and all 
the details of the total experience, to 
satisfy the interest, if not curiosity, of 
friends. 
Finally, a big hooray. It is now ab­ 
solutely forbidden to smoke in 
hospitals, 
except 
in 
specially 
designated areas. Far too often 
patients have been subjected to a 
roomful of sickening smoke which 
lingers as a reminder of an in­ 
considerate visitor.

The 4-H and Grange building was 
filled to capacity for the annual 
meeting of the Circleville Area 
Chamber of Commerce.

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For five months after Richard Nixon 
edged certain impeachment by 
resigning, rambling almost tearfully 
about his poor boyhood and the 
saintliness of his mother, Casa 
Pacifica fell into gloomy silence. No 
word emerged except that Mr. Nixon 
was a sick man, lucky to be alive. 
It touched our hearts and made us 
feel a sense of guilt about his guilt. 
Some weeks ago, a bird at San 
Clemente chirped cheerily. This was 
the voice of Rabbi Baruch Korff, 
valiant defender of the former 
President. 
Nixon, he hinted, will survive and 
might — just might — return to public 
life to bring peace to the world. Within 
three days, this was followed by a two- 
hour press interview with Ron Ziegler, 
the young zealot who coined the word 
“inoperative.” 
This leads me to believe that we may 
expect a few leaked stories about 
Nixon’s future ambitions, followed by 
selected interviews with friendly 
writers and politicans. First, the 
phlebitis will improve, followed by a 
contrite Nixon, probably in crutches, 
offering to work for peace. If true, it is 
a portrait to excite pity in stone hearts. 
This stone heart will not be moved. 
Richard the Last never understood the 
uses of power. Neither did Woodrow 
Wilson. 
Both 
assumed 
that 
Presidential power cannot be abused. 
Wilson was so aloof that he acted like 
an irritated father toward a retarded 
child. 
Watergate, I suspect, is but part of 
the Nixon story. There is more to 
come. He was always a shrewd, un­ 
scrupulous man. In his first term, 
when he ordered his Vice President, 
Spiro Agnew, to attack the press and 
television, the President was trying to 
slam the door on the only corridor 
which could someday expose him. 
In itself, Watergate was a comedic 
burglary. I don’t think the President 
ordered it. His loyal knights un­ 
derstood that they could engineer any 
device which would detract from the 
images of the President’s adversaries 
and enhance Nixon’s. 
Now I think of heads rolling. John 
Mitchell, 
Bob Haldeman, 
John 
Ehrlichman, Robert Mardian, John 
Dean, Chuck Colson, Dwight Chapin, 
Jeb Magruder, Egil Krogh, Harry 
Dent, Richard Kleindienst, Herb 
Kalmbach, Fred LaRue, Herbert 
Porter, James McCord, Howard Hunt, 
G. Gordon Liddy, Bernard Barker, 
Donald Segretti, etc., etc., ad 
nauseum. 
Some went to prison. Some went 
free. All were ruined working for the 
chief. Nixon seemed not to know that 
he was walking the edge of a precipice 
on a 
storm y night. He expected 


everybody to “stonewall it” to protect 
him. 
When the final Rodino report was 
ready for action by the House, a nose 
count showed that Nixon had lost 
Republicans as well as Democrats. He 
was doomed; he was, by Special 
Prosecutor 
Leon 
Jaworski’s 
reasoning, 
the 
unindicted 
co­ 
conspirator. 
In palpable shock, he quit. Stepped 
down and out. If Jaworski found him, 
as a sitting President, above the 
criminal laws and accountable only to 
impeachment, then Nixon sidestepped 
both penalties. 
We pay him a pension of $60,000 a 
year, $90,000 for aides, and almost 
$300,000 for Secret Service protection. 
In the depths of emotional depression, 
he agreed to a book contract for close 
to $2,000,000. My understanding is that 
he is not ready to start work. 
John Dean is writing a book. So is his 
pretty wife. E. Howard Hunt writes 
cheap thrillers. What can they ex­ 
plain? And what, as Pontius Pilate 
once asked, “is truth?” 
The super-patriot which Nixon ex­ 
posed to our view on television is poles 
apart from the foul-mouthed schemer 
revealed on the Presidential tapes. It 
is as though, unknowingly, we were ' 
dealing with two persons. In private, 
he was fond of repeating: “Nobody 
ever gave anything to Pat and me; we 
made it ourselves.” 
Repeatedly, he has told us he’s “a 
fighter.” Disgrace will not alter the 
character of a man now 62. His per­ 
sonal depression, even in a man with 
healthy and honorable emotions, is 
understandable. 
Can he build a power base to start a 
new political life in California? I think 
not. Will he try? I must say yes, 
because he is already excusing his 
conduct by slapping the blame on the 
man who went to the wall for him: “I 
made mistakes in judgment. Perhaps I 
was too compassionate.” 
Bull. He has a pardon from the man 
he made President of the United States 
— so the Ford to Nixon due-bill has 
been paid in full. For the sake of the 
Republic, and Nixon’s too, I hope that 
lonely tiger at San Clemente does not 
come out of his cage...

Cheating At Bridge Claimed 


SOUTHAMPTON, Bermuda < AP) — 
The world contract bridge tournament 
was faced today with its second 
cheating scandal in IO years after two 
players for world champion Italy were 
accused of exchanging foot signals 
while bidding. 


1110 allegation against Gianfranco 
Facchini 
and 
Sergio 
Zucchelli, 
initiated by an American journalist, 
forced postponement Sunday night of 
the fifth round match between Italy 
and the United States that was ex­ 
pected to be a preview of the finals. 
The World Bridge Federation called 
a meeting to consider the accusation 
and tem porarily rescheduled the 
match for this afternoon. However, the 
Italian team said it would quit th** 
tournament if the two players were 
suspended. And the U.S. team said it 
would not play against a team that 
included Facchini and Zucchelli. 
The last cheating scandal hit the 
tourney during the 1965 championships 
in Buenos Aires when two Britons, 
Terence Reese and Boris Schapiro, 
were accused of using finger signals. 
The British team, which was in a close 
race with the United States for second 
place, decided to forfeit its games and 
ended up last. The bridge federation 
suspended Reese and Schapiro for 
three years.

Keidan said the tap was occasionally a 
double one and that on rare occasions 
Facchini tapped both of Zucchelli’s 
feet. 
After postponing the U.S.-Italian 
match, tournament officials decided to 
place coffee tables under the playing 


table to keep the players’ feet apart. 
In the play Sunday, the Americans 
lost to France and then scored an easy 
win over 
Indonesia. 
France also 
defeated Indonesia. This put the 
Italians and French in a tie for first 
place with 63 points each. Then came 
the United States with 53, Brazil 31, 
and Indonesia 28. However, Italy and 
the United States made their total in 
four matches while France’s was 
made in five.

Public Payrolls Swelling Hugely 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—One of 
every seven Ohio workers is on a 
public payroll and earning more 
money on the average than those in the 
private sector, an independent study 
group says. 


The Ohio Public Expenditure 
Council, a nonpartisan organization 
that operates on private contributions, 
suggested in its latest bulletin that 
payrolls have grown so large they may 
have a major affect on the ability of 
federal, state and local governments to 
provide government services.

SPRINGFIELD, IU. (AP) - The 
next steak you buy may have un­ 
dergone an acupuncture-like treat­ 
ment which a growing number of 
supermarkets are using to tenderize 
tough meat. 
Skyrocketing grain prices have 
decreased the supply and increased 
the price of the tender, corn-fed beef 
that is most popular in the super­ 
market. 
Supplies of less expensive beef from 
cattle fattened partially or wholly on 
grass have increased. But while this 
meat is lean and flavorful, it is usually 
harder to chew, fit more for stews than 
for steaks and roasts. It is often 
ungraded or graded “good,” instead of 
“choice” or “prime” by the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture. 
Faced with a demand for in­ 
expensive yet tender cuts, a number of 
retail food chains have turned to a new 
tenderizing machine which forces hun­ 
dreds of sharp needles through large 
hunks of beef, cutting its tough con­ 
necting fibers. 
The principle involved is the same as 
that used in pounding a piece of meat 
or cutting it with rotary knives to make 
“cubed” steak. But unlike these 
tenderizing methods, use of needles 
leaves the meat visually unchanged. 
“The meat really looks good in the 
meat case because the needles 
promote bleeding, giving the meat a 
nice red, fresh look,” said one meat 
cutter. 
The Illinois Farm Bureau reported 
that kitchen tests found the meat dried 
out if broiled or if roasted too long. But 
it added, “At a time when inflation is 
wi everyone’s mind, a lower price for

The tenderizing machine was 
developed by Ross Industries Inc. of 
Midland, Va., about four years ago, 
but sales have boomed in the past six 
months. 
“We’ve sold more machines since 
July than we did in the preceding 12 
months,” said William DuPont, vice 
president of the firm. 


A spokesman for Jewel Food Stores, 
one of the chains using the machines, 
said meat tenderized by the new 
method was on sale in several of the 
chain’s 250 stores throughout the Mid­ 
west. 


The spokesman, Bill Mewby, said in 
Chicago that Jewel identified the beef 
as “Extra I>ean, Tender Cut,” and said 
it sold for IO to 30 cents less per pound 
than comparable cuts of USDA choice 
meat.

Private sector employes increased 
from an average of $479 to $760 during 
the same period. 
There are 94,670 employes of the 
federal government in Ohio. Their pay 
went from an average of $551 a month 
in 1963 to $1,072 last October. Ten years 
ago, federal employes were the only 
ones on government payrolls who 
earned more than their counterparts in 
the private sector, the council said.

WASHINGTON (A P) — If you 
prepared your income tax return 
successfully last year, you’re off to a 
flying start on the chore of this year. 
The forms have not been changed 
much and there are practically no new 
provisions of law or regulation that 
affect the ordinary taxpayer. This has 
not been true in the past few years. 
So you can use your copy of last 
year’s return as a guide, noting a few 
differences. 
The one that will probably concern 
most taxpayers has to do with interest 
and dividend income. 
If either interest or dividend income 
exceeded $400, you may not use the 
simple 1040A short form. You must use 
the longer Form 1040. Moreover, if 


your income in either category 
ceeded $400, you may not just list the 
total, but must itemize, using Schedule 
B. 


The Internal Revenue Service 
eliminated Schedule B last year, but 
now is bringing it back. It contends 
that deleting the schedule that 
provides for itemizing didn’t really 
help taxpayers, because they had to 
list the items of interest and dividends 
on work papers to arrive at the total — 
so Schedule B is simply a worksheet. 
Accountants also, it appears, liked the 
schedule.

Daydreaming 
Said Hurting 
Car Pools 


SEATTLE (A P) — A bicycle-riding 
sociologist believes most commuters 
are too busy daydreaming to give car 
pooling a chance. 
After 
studying 
data 
on 
the 
commuting habits of persons in 98 U.S. 
metropolitan areas, the University of 
Washington's Dr. Avery Guest said he 
doesn’t blame the commuters for 
wanting to travel alone. 
“ Most of us are workers surrounded 
by large numbers of other people and 
are family persons with wives and 
children,” he said in an interview 
Sunday. As a child cried in the 
background he continued, “ It is very 
difficult to set up a situation at home or 
work where a person can get peace and 
quiet. 
“ Some people just like to be by 
themselves and not have to talk to 
anyone. For some it’s a break in the 
day, a period when you don’t have to 
worry about the kids just yet or about 
the job,” he said. “ And in a way, it’s an 
enforced opportunity to daydream and 
to be alone with your thoughts.” 
Guest said this is why carpooling 
generally hasn’t caught on, despite 
concentrated efforts by government 
and business. 
Working under a program sponsored 
by the National Institutes of Health, he 
has studied U.S. Census data from the 
98 metropolitan areas for the past 
year. 
Persons were asked about 
transportation use in the census. 
He said numerous other studies have 
asked persons if they would ride public 
transportation if it was clean, took less 
time and cost only a fraction of what it 
takes to go by automobile. 
“ And 
overwhelm ingly 
those 
questioned still have opted for the 
automobile. They quite frankly prefer 
to commute, even if they don’t 
specifically say so.” 
Guest has decided that, “ Un tne 
whole, automobiles and automobile 
cities are a good thing. They lead to a 
varied, generally happier life that you 
don’t get if you walk to work. 


Coal Production 
Proves Uneven 


WASHINGTON (A P) - The level of 
coal production this year is on an 
erratic course, but it is still above the 
same period of last year. 
Total production of bituminous coal 
and lignite for the week ended Jan. 18 
was estimated by the U.S. Bureau of 
Mines at 11,595,000 tons, a decrease of 
10.8 per cent from the previous week. 
Production in the same week of 1974 
was 11,640,000 tons. 
Total production this year, as of Jan. 
18, was estimated at 31,305,000 tons, up 
3 per cent from the 30,385,000 tons 
mined as of Jan. 19, 1974.

half, 
with shipments 
gradually 
growing to another period of tight 
supply in 1976. 
Analysts expected shipments of no 
more than 48 million tons in the first 
six months compared to a record 57.8 
million a year earlier. 
The outlook for renewed demand in 
the third quarter was based on the 
expectation that capital goods and 
energy-related steel markets would 
benefit from legislation being con­ 
sidered by President Ford and 
Congress, IW said. 
The consensus of steelmakers is that 
U.S. m ill shipments will fall to between 
97 million and 102 million net tons this 
year. Official figures haven’t been 
announced, but estimates are that 1974 
shipments totaled 109.5 million net tons 
compared to the record 111.4 million 
tons in 1973. 
The coal miners’ strike cut deeply 
into production in December, and raw 
steel production still has not reached 
the prestrike level of 2.8 million net 
tons a week in the U.S. Industry Week 
estimated that output in the week 
ended Jan. 25 was 2,575,000 net tons. 
Mills can be expected to try to 
achieve a high level of production even 
if demand continues to soften, the 
editors said. Mills need to replenish in­ 
ventories nearly exhausted by demand 
late last year.

When the checkoff was introduced in 
1972, only 3.1 per cent of taxpayers 
participated, earmarking some $4 
million. The checkoff form that year 
was on a separate piece of paper — an 
arrangement for which IRS was 
severely criticized. The law was 
changed to require that the checkoff 
box must be put on the return form 
itself, where taxpayers would be likely 
to notice it. 
This was done in 1973 and provision 
was made also for taxpayers who had 
not checked the box in 1972 to do so 
retroactively for the previous year. 
Participation jumped to 13.6 per 
cent, yielding $17 million, and in ad­ 
dition 7 per cent of taxpayers took 
advantage of the retroactive provision, 
earmarking another $8.8 million.

forms and taxpayers are asked to 
check “ yes” or “ no” rather than just 
using or ignoring the space. There is no 
designation of party.

such persons in a Keogh plan, provided 
they earn that much from self- 
employment, without regard to the 15 
per cent provision. 
The Keogh increases applied to 1974 
income. If you were eligible and did 
not take advantage of the change, by 
establishing a plan for stepping up 
your contribution to an existing one, it 
is of course too late to affect the return 
you will be preparing now. But it is 
something to keep in mind from now 
on. 
Moreover, beginning this year, 
employed persons whose employers do 
not provide a retirement plan may 
establish their own along lines 
somewhat similar to the Keogh plan.

‘‘World Hunger! Who Will 
Survive?” is the hyped-up 
title of a down-to-earth, three- 
country hunger study which 
public TV stations are getting 
tonight from the Public 
Broadcasting Service. 
The show, narrated by Bill 
Moyers, examines the food 
crises of India, Niger and Co­ 
lumbia. 
Before you shrug and say, 
‘‘What else is on tonight?” we 
advise that this isn’t another 
doomsday special in which 
well-fed 
correspondents 
mainly point at the starving, 
recite grim statistics and 
interview bureaucrats. 
As Moyers puts it, ‘‘This 
program is not just one more 
lament 
about 
suffering 
humanity.... Our purpose is to 
touch in these specific cases 
on why there isn’t enough 
food to feed them, and to 
report on what is being done 
and may yet be done to help 
the countries they live in 
become more sufficient in 
providing the bread of life.” 
The India report, put 
together by Mary King Rose, 
is the most effective part of 
the 90-minute program.

Synthetic eyes patterned after the light 
panels on space vehicles may help 
some 
blind

a 
researcher at the University of 
Florida. 
Dr. William Dawson, director of the 
sight laboratory, says it’s a tough 
project, but he is optimistic that 
researchers are near a breakthrough. 
Dawson said scientists at the 
university have been working to 
duplicate the retina, perhaps the most 
crucial part of the eye. The eye’s 
cornea and lenses already have been 
duplicated, he said. An entire synthetic 
eye may be developed in six to eight 
years, he said. 
The retina, the eye’s innermost 
portion, is the “seeing” instrument. It 
focuses light rays and transmits them 
to the brain. Retinal disease and 
damage account for about 20 per cent 
of all blindness and are usually in­ 
curable, Dawson said. 
But 
he 
said 
research 
by 
the 
Gainesville team has shown that it 
takes only a very small electric 
current to prompt the undamaged 
portion of the retina to send visual 
messages to the brain. 
A tiny electrode placed on the eye’s 
outer surface can transmit electrical 
currents to inner layers and cause a 
blind person to see light, Dawson said. 
One of Dawson’s volunteers who saw 
light for the first time in years 
described the scene as “brilliant as the 
aurora borealis.” 
In other labs, animals are un­ 
dergoing tests to determine how much 
electrical current is needed to produce 
the actual visual image on the eye, 
Dawson said. 
The University of Florida plan in­ 
volves implanting 50,000 to 100,000 tiny 
light convertors, miniatures patterned 
after the solar light panels used on the 
Skylab space station and other space 
vehicles. 
The small converters would excite 
previously inactive nerves in the 
retina. 
If the converters — known as 
photovoltaic cells — could stimulate 
enough nerves, an image would form 
on another portion of the retina and be 
relayed to the brain. And there would 
be sight.

Dr. Lon Cromley, DVM, Ashville, 
has returned from a visit to Grand 
Cayman Island in the British West 
Indies where he attended a 6-day 
seminar on canine heartworm disease. 
Heartworm is found in several areas 
of the United States, especially the 
areas where low lying land or water 
tend to 
increase 
the 
mosquito 
population. 
The life cycle of the heartworm 
involves transmission from dog to dog 
by the bite of the mosquito. The 
parasite migrates from the point of the 
mosquito bite eventually to the right 
side of the heart and there develops 
into a worm approximately six inches 
long. 
The disease is being found in more 
and more areas of the United States 
and in a much larger dog population, 
especially outside dogs. 
Grand Cayman Island was an ideal 
place to study heartworm disease 
because of its tropical location. The 
island is approximately 55 per cent 
mangrove swamp which provides a 
high incidence of mosquitoes.
